Allied Troops 
Drive Closer 
To Kumsong 


Resistance Fades 
Southeast Of Hub 


U. S. EIGHTH ARMY HEAD­ 
QUARTERS, Korea, Monday, Oct. 
22(TP)—Chinese Red resistance faded 
suddenly today on the fog-shrouded 
hills southeast of Kumsong. Allied 
forces to the northwest were only a 
mile from the key road hub. 
United Nations infantry pushed 
Unopposed through a mass of rolling 
hills five miles southeast of Kum ­ 
song. There were indications the 
Chinese had abruptly withdrawn 
from those central front positions. 
No contact with the Communists 
was reported during the night south 
of Kumsong itself. Allied forces 
seized a commanding hillcrest a 
mile from the former Red strong­ 
hold and took most of another Sun­ 
day. 
Elsewhere along the front, action 
was limited to patrol clashes. 
Six brief skirmishes were reported 
15 miles north of M unsan and not 
far from the security area around 
Panmunjotn, where liaison officers 
from both sides were arranging for 
resumption of the Korean truce 
talks.

LAS VEGAS, Nev., Oct. 21 (TP) — 
Sudden high winds forced

ponement of the Atomic Energy 
Commission’s scheduled nuclear ex­ 
plosion today and assured Southern 
Nevada of a quiet Sabbath. 
Strong gusts aloft, with variable 
cross currents, were the culprits 
blamed for the latest delay in the 
AEC’s planned series. The atomic 
test directors didn’t want to run the 
risk of scattering radio-active dust 
on Las Vegas and other smaller 
communities near the Yucca Flat 
test 6ite.

Egypt still is technically at war 
with Israel and has m aintained her 
right to seize ships going to Israel 
despite a United Nations condemna­ 
tion of such seizures.

Full Answers To Be Urged 


Internal Revenue Commissioner 
John B. Dunlap Is preparing a care­ 
ful message to his staff, urging full 
answers to all questions as the best 
way “to prove the integrity of the 
revenue service to the public.” 
The bureau Is sending out the 
questionnaire at the prodding of a 
House investigating subcommittee, 
which wants to know - how many 
bureau employes may be picking up 
questionable dollars on the side.

British Papers 
See Fory Victory 


LONDON,

(TP) — The 
electoral gap between the Conserva­ 
tives and Socialists has narrowed. 
British newspapers of all political 
faiths reported today — but most 
forecast a Tory victory in the gen­ 
eral election Thursday. 
The independent Sunday Observer 
reported Prime M inister Clement 
Attle’s LaboritevS made considerable 
headway during the last seven days 
of intensive campaigning. 
T hat 
newspaper, though, predicted W in­ 
ston Churchill’s Conservatives will 
have a m ajority of 57 in the new' 
House of Commons. 
The Conservative Sunday Times 
said the Conservative m ajority in 
the Commons would be at least 100. 
In a three-column front page box, 
the pro-Labor “The People” said its 
own surveys showed the Conserva­ 
tives would have a m ajority of 43 
in the new Commons “if the present 
trend of public opinion continues.” 
In an apparent attem pt to spur 
Labor supporters, the newspaper 
added: 
“If there Is an upward swing of 
only one per cent in the popularity 
of Labor, this could swing the elec­ 
tion to give Attlee a small majority.” 


Allied And Red 
Officers Sign 
Security Pact 


Delegations Meet 
Within 48 Hours 
• 


MUNSAN, Korea, Monday, Oct. 
22 <TP)—Allied and Communist liai­ 
son officers today signed an agree­ 
m ent setting the stage for resump­ 
tion of the long-suspended*Korean 
armistice talks. 
The agreement, providing security 
arrangem ents for resumption of the 
talks at Panm unjon, was signed 
during an hour and eight-m inute 
session at th at small village. 
Col. Andrew J. Kinney, senior Al­ 
lied liaison officer, announced aft­ 
erwards th at the full five-member 
truce delegations would meet within 
48 hours. 
The agreement provides for three- 
mile security zones around Red-held 
Kaesong and this advance U. N. 
peace camp; a 1,000-yard security 
zone around Panm unjon; 
and a 
quarter-m ile corridor on the road 
to Panm unjon from Kaesong and 
Munsan. 
Subject To Ratification 
These “ground rules” are to be 
ratified by the full truce delegations 
at their first meeting. There were 
three copies of the agreement — in 
Chinese, Korean and English. 
The new’ setting for the talks will 
be a sandy-floored tent, 36 feet in 
length and 21 feet wide, supported 
by four posts. Its only furnishing* 
are a long conference table, four 
small tables and cloth-covered m etal 
camp chairs. The Reds supplied the 
tent. 
The truce talks had been held a t 
Kaesong until the Reds broke them 
off Aug. 23. 
The liaison officers had gone into 
Sunday’s meeting—their 11th since 
Oct. 10—stymied on only one issue. 
T hat was: W hether Allied planes 
should have the right to fly over 
designated attack-free areas, espec­ 
ially over Kaesong, headquarters of 
the Red truce delegation. 
Friendly Spirit Prevails 
The Reds wanted mere overflight 
to be considered a hostile act. 
They finally accepted a U. N. 
promise to limit flights over th t 
security areas ‘’insofar as practic­ 
able ” 
The Allies pointed out they could 
not guarantee th at planes damaged 
or off course for any reason would 
not fly over the zone. 
“Since they agreed on th at point,* 
Kinney 
said, 
“we 
had 
nothing 
further to argue about.” 
It was settled in the same friendly 
spirit of give and take th at ha* 
characterized the liaison meeting* 
in the past week. 
Both sides will be able to keep 
troops in the security area but 
agreed not to commit hostile act* in 
the zone.

Col. Andrew J. Kinney, senior Al­ 
lied liaison officer, announced a ft­ 
erwards th at the full five-member 
truce delegations would meet within 
48 hours. 
The agreement provides for three- 
mile security zones around Red-held 
Kaesong and this advance U. N. 
peace camp; a I,OOO-yard security 
zone around Panm unjon; and rn 
quarter-m ile corridor on the road 
to Panm unjon from Kaesong and 
Munsan. 
Subject To Ratification 
These “ground rules” are to be 
ratified by the full truce delegations 
at their first meeting. There were 
three copies of the agreement — in 
Chinese, Korean and English. 
The new* setting for the talks will 
be a sandy-floored tent, 36 feet in 
length and 21 feet wide, supported 
by four posts. Its only furnishings 
are a long conference table, four 
small tables and cloth-covered m etal 
camp chairs. The Reds supplied tho 
tent. 
The truce talks had been held a t 
Kaesong until the Reds broke them 
off Aug. 23. 
The liaison officers had gone into 
Sunday’s meeting-—their lith since 
Oct. IO—stymied on only one issue.

B ritish infidels o u t of th eir country, th e Suez C anal 
Zone, th e Sudan. Egypt is expected to bring before 
th e UN G eneral Assembly m eeting a t Paris in Novem ­ 
ber charges t h a t th e new regime in Libya is little m ore 
th a n a B ritish puppet state, also dem an d s for th e 
independence of F rench-governed Morocco. From his 
asylum in Egypt, th e exiled Riff leader. A bd-el-K rim 
w arns, “I am w orking for th e independence of all 
N orth Africa, n o t ju s t Morocco.” 
B u t except in P ak istan , th e Moslem n ationalistic 
pressures a p p e ar political ra th e r th a n religious. 
Al­ 
th o u g h M o ham m edanism is no longer th e sta te re ­ 
ligion of Turkey, th e m ajo rity of T urks are Moslems. 
Y et T urkey h as eagerly cooperated w ith th e West, an d 
in th e U nited N ations h as m ain tain ed a course in d e ­ 
p e n d e n t of A rab League policy. Saudi Arabia, a n o th e r 
Moslem state, is friendly to th e West. 
M oreover, for centuries n atio n alistic feeling h as 
split Islam . M o h am m ed an s in Morocco, for exam ple, 
recognize as caliph 
(religious leader) th e ir su ltan, 
“only lining d e scen d an t of th e p ro p h et.” Some M o­ 
h a m m e d a n s recognize seven caliphs: others, 12. 
T he concept of th e Jih a d , or Holy W ar, em erged 
early in th e developm ent of M oham m edanism . Based 
on th e religious obligation to dissem inate th e f a ith — 
e ith e r by persuasion or by the sw ord—it becam e a l­ 
m ost a sixth co m m an d m en t for the faithful. 
T h e Persian an d B yzantine em pires were first to 
eome u n d er th e control of Islam . In th eir second stage 
of expansion th e Moslems controlled th e Middle East 
an d cap tu red North Africa and Spain. T h en th e Abba- 
side em pire stretch ed from th e A tlantic O cean to 
C hina. 
Fo r th e true Moslem, resistance to th e great C ru ­ 
sades of th e 11th, 12th, and 13th C enturies was p a r ­ 
ticipation in holy war. T he conquering Mongols of 
G enghis K h a n becam e Moslemized and took th e M os­ 
lem religion back to M ongolia w ith them . 
T he last of th e great Islam em pires was th e O tto ­ 
m an , w hich reached its peak in th e 16th C entury a n d 
survives today in th e republic of Turkey. “The col­ 
lapse of th e jih a d as a significant force,” according 
to Babinger, “was m ad e clear in 1914 w hen th e O tto ­ 
m a n su ltan in his capacity of caliph sum m oned th e 
whole world to a holy w ar ag ain st th e e n te n te .” T h e 
su m m o n s w ent unheeded. 
T he T urks fou g h t th eir 
holy war. b u t on th e o th e r side were Moslems enlisted 
as allies. 
R a th e r th a n presaging a true holy war, th e rising 
Moslem n atio n alism would ap p ear p a rt of a v ast 
in te r-c o n tin e n ta l revolt th a t em erged 
a fte r World 
W ar I an d gained im petus w ith W orld W ar II. Only 
th u s can th e natio n alism of th e Moslem states be 
related w ith th a t of India, In d o -C h in a. C hina itself 
— as an anti-colonial rising of th e h a v e-n o ts Against 
th e haves. Viewed thus, a historical analogy would 
be th e stries of revolutions by w hich th e n atio n s of 
L atin A m erica threw off th e S panish yoke. 


He Found No Friends 


A m bassador Alan G. K irk, w ho h a s ju st retu rn ed 
from Moscow, seem s disappointed th a t the R ussians 
did n o t em brace him a* a kindred spirit. 
He w ent to 
Moscow in July, 1949, determ ined, he says, “to work 
u n rem ittin g ly to b e tte r relations existing betw een our 
tw o n a tio n s ” and to in te rp re t th e way A m ericans feel 
to th e R ussian people. Now h e confesses failure. 
W hy he th o u g h t he could m ak e a big hit w ith 
th e R ussians by “in te rp re tin g ” th e way Americans feel 
ab o u t th em is som ething of a mystery. Or doesn t Kirk 
know how Americans feel about th e Russians? 
K irk says he was p erm itted to tak e trip s in the 
Soviet U nion to taling 10.000 miles, m ore th a n any 
o th e r A m erican am b assad o r since th e day 
e ta rte d sending am bassadors to the Reds in 1933. Hi. 
personal relations w ith Soviet officials hav e been su p e r­ 
ficially correct an d cordial. 
But. u n h k e A m erican 
am bassad o rs in non-bolshevik countries. h e 
fou n d it possible to m eet represen tativ e Soviet citizens 
on friendly or unofficial terms. 
All th a t, of course, is an old story by now 
Some 
tim e in th e th irties, new spaperm en and o th er so u ^ 
who w ent to Moscow, in m a n y instances, because th ey 
were sy m p ath etic to com m unism , found th eir R ussian 
frien d s dropping away. F orm er in tim a tes would get 
in touch w ith th em secretly and tearfully, to f?av. 
“Please d o n ’t try to com m unicate w ith me any m ore. 
It m ig h t be dangerous for both of us.” 
In th e tw enties an d thirties, con tacts betw een 
R ussians and A m ericans were encouraged by Moscow. 
Russia even h ad an organization called In to u rist to 
prom ote visits to Russia by non-C om m unists. Today 
only foreign C om m unists and persons approved by 
th em enjoy such lim ited privileges in Russia, A m bas­ 
sad o r K irk seem s to belong to th e circle th a t longs for 
th e good old days, and to be m ystified by th e change 
th a t h a s com e over Russia. 
B ut to persons w ho were never im pressed bv R u s­ 
sia or Its governm ent, th ere Is no m ystery. In th e 
tw enties and th irties Russian espionage was forced 
to adopt a friendly pose to obtain in fo rm atio n and 
to bore from w ithin. T here was no R ussian em bassy 
In W ashington, infested w ith R ussian spies. 
T here 
was no U nited N ations in New York, sim ilarly infested. 
W hen th e portals to th is countrv were opened to 
th e Reds in 1933. this pose of frie n d sh ip was no longer 
necessary. 
I t would have been dropped com pletely 
sooner except for th e w ar nterlude. w hen a form of 
pretense h a d to be carrfed on by th e Moscow O im - 
m u n lsts while this countrv saved Russia from Hitler. 
B u t in those days th e Red spies in th e U. S. w ere 
busy as ever. T h ere is no longer anv doubt they were 
quite successful in ferreting out atom ic secrets.

Removing Skin Bacteria 


Antiseptics have undergone revo­ 
lutionary changes in the last half 
century. Most of the old timers 
such as witch hazel and Pond’s ex­ 
tract have been discarded because 
they failed to kill bacteria. More 
potent preparations, such as car­ 
bolic acid and strong iodine, met 
the same fate because they burned 
the tissues. 
An amusing sidelight on the ef­ 
ficacy of an antiseptic agent centers 
about 
the criteria used in 
pro­ 
nouncing the germ dead. After all, 
most micro-organisms never move 
even when alive and they have no 
heart to stop beating w^hen the end # 
finally comes. As a result it is not 
easy to determine whether a solu­ 
tion kills bacteria (bactericide) or 
stops g r o w t h 
and reproduction 
(bacteriostatic). 
Most 
laboratories 
rely upon culture media to make 
these tests. 


It has been said that the perfect 
antiseptic never has been devised. 
The goal is the irrevocable de­ 
struction of 100 per cent of the bac­ 
teria on and in the human skin, 
without damaging the tissues. The 
effect should be quick and lasting 
Many come clor.e to these stand­ 
ards and, for practical purposes, 
are so superior to the older pro­ 
ducts that comparison is impossible. 
The latest type of antiseptic is a 
mixture of soap and the chemicals 
AT-7 or G -ll. Numerous such pre­ 
parations are on the market; they 
combine the mechanical action of 
soap in the removal or organisms 
with 
the 
antibacterial 
effect 
of 
chemical 
antiseptics. These com­ 
pounds have 
the 
additional 
ad­ 
vantage of remaining on the skin 
for a longer time, resulting in a 
more 
prolonged 
action. 
Sodium, 
potassium, 
and 
ammonium soaps 
are good cleansing agents and have 
a certain amount of antibacterial 
action against various germs. The 
streptococcus, 
the 
staphylococcus, 
and the typhoid bacillus are excep­ 
tions. 
The newer cationic deter­ 
gents also are superior antiseptics; 
the most useful of this group are 
the quarternary ammonium salts. 
The antibiotics such as penicillin, 
aureomycin, 
and 
terramycin 
are 
recent enough to be included among 
the modern products. 


Ethyl 8lcohol, still popular as an 
antiseptic, is one of the most widely 
used for this purpose. It must be 
of the proper concentration, how­ 
ever, to be effective. The optimal 
concentration is 70 per cent by 
volume, which so often Is sold in 
drug stores. Isopropyl alcohol 
is 
slightly more potent but twice as 
toxic as ethyl alcohol (if it should 
be taken by mouth). It is an excel­ 
lent antiseptic and is used chiefly 
to disinfect needles, syringes, and 
instruments. 
The oxidizing agents take us back 
many more years to the period when 
iodine, chlorine, and nascent oxy­ 
gen were at the height of their 
popularity. These chemicals owed 
their success to their ability to lib­ 
erate the above mentioned elements 
when applied locally. Tincture of 
iodine, chloramine, hydrogen per­ 
oxide, potassium permanganate, and 
sodium 
perborate belong in 
this 
general category. Many metals are 
capable of killing a variety of germs. 
They were of limited use and owed 
mast of their popularity to the fact 
that the majority were nontoxic and 
nopirritating. Mercury 
and silver 
preparations held the center of the 
stage for a time.

Jessup Debate Highlights Legislation By Fear; Newspaper Criticized For W ay 


It Handled Story; Austin And Eisenhower Backed Up Jessup 


WASHINGTON — Historians who 
evaluate the closing days of the 
R2nd Congress will probably make 
special note of the confirmation de­ 
bate over Ambassador Philip Jessup 
because of two things: 
1. It marked the high-water mark 
in 
this country 
of 
legislation 
through fear. 
Such senators as 
Gillette of Iowa and Smith of New 
Jersey were fully aware of the un­ 
fairness of the charges against Jes­ 
sup but bowed to their fear of a 
small, intolerant, vociferous segment 
of the American public sometimes 
called McCarthyites, 
2. It also marked a period when 
newspaper editors were criticizing 
the White House on freedom of 
the press, while one wing of the 
press seriously confused the public 
by distorting or suppressing impor­ 
tant facts so necessary to a free 
press. 
Unquestionably 
the 
timidity of 
certain senators was due in part to 
this confused and poorly informed 
state of public opinion. Unquestion­ 
ably also the great majority of news­ 
men in this country are anxious 
to protect the truth of the press as 
well as its freedom; for without 
the first the second cannot survive. 
Therefore, let’s look at some of the 
facts in the Jessup hearing and see 


how brazenly some of them were 
twisted by certain publishers with 
political axes to grind. 
Take, as an 
example, the two biRgest cities in 
the United States—New York and 
Chicago — and 
two 
newspaper 
groups that control a big slice of 
their circulation. 


“World’s Greatest Newspaper” 


One is the “world’s greatest news­ 
paper,” the Chicago Tribune, with 
a million circulation in the heart of 
the Midwest, which also controls the 
heaviest circulating newspaper in 
the U. S. A., the New York News 
(Sunday circulation 4.123.276), to­ 
gether with the Washington Times- 
Herald. 
The other is the New York World- 
Telegram, published by Roy How­ 
ard. high-ranking Republican and 
bitter critic of the State Depart­ 
ment, who also publishes 18 othpr 
papers 
from 
Pittsburgh 
to 
San 
Francisco and who is one of the 
largest stockholders in the United 
Press. 
In. contrast to 
the Now York 
Times 
and 
the 
Herald 
Tribune, 
which were objective, here is how 
the World-Telegram lived up to its 
obligation of a free and truthful

press in reporting the debate over 
Ambassador Jessup. 
ON OCTOBER 7—Harold Stassen 
accused Ambassador Jessup of lying. 
Jessup had sworn under oath that 
he did not attend a White House 
conference at which cutting off aid 
to Chiang Kai-shek was discussed. 
“This matter goes to the heart of 
the veracity of Jessup.” Stassen in­ 
sisted with great vigor. He stated 
that his memory of a conversation 
with the late Senator Vandenberg 
was “crystal clear;” that Vanden­ 
berg reported Jessup was present. 
Stassen 
demanded 
that Vanden- 
berR s diary be produced. 
The World-Telegram played up

A few years ago when no 
one was fearful of inflation, readers 
know I was continually warning 
against It. In fact, the Frederick A. 
Stokes Company of New York pub­ 
lished in 1937 a book by me entitled 
“If Inflation Comes.” At that time 
no one paid any attention t-o the 
book or to inflation^ but recently 
the book has gone through 10 edi­ 
tions. 
People are now frightened 
about inflation. 


People Usually Wrong 


In 1937 the cost-of-living index 
was 10.3. Since then it has risen 80 
per cent and average weekly earn­ 
ings have risen 160 per cent. Now all 
the columnists are warning of in­ 
flation! It is Just like the stock 
market. When stocks are cheap, as 
they were in 1932 and 1933, no one 
was interested in buying them; but 
in 1951 when they have risen 175 
per cent and the Dow-Jones Aver­ 
age is up from 100 in 1933 to 275 
today, people want to buy stocks. 
I am not condoning inflation. It 
is bad. But there is no legitimate 
excuse for the increase in prices 
and 
the cost-of-living. If people 
had been worried about inflation in 
the thirties, as they are today. In­ 
flation would not, have happened. It 
is just, as bad now to fear inflation 
will “bust the country” as it was 
then to ignore it. 


Look At The Record 


After eVerv great war. until now, 
there has been a decline in the cost- 
of-living. After the Civil War. 1861- 
1865. 
the 
cost-of-living 
gradually 
declined until 1896 After World War 
T. the cost-of-living, beginning in 
1920. declined until it reached a low 
point in 
1933. The cost-of-living 
then fluctuated for a few years and 
again increased during World War 
II. The natural thing would have 
been for it to be on the decline 
again today. If it followed the course 
of all previous wars, including the 
Revolutionary War, the War of 1812, 
the Mexican War. the Civil War. 
the 
Snanish-American 
War 
and 
World War I, we would now have 
deflation instead of inflation. 
The truth Is that the present 


trend Is contrary to previous eco­ 
nomic history. 
Inflationary prices 
are due to organized labor, aided bv 
the 
politicians 
reducing 
working 
hours. Labor leaders yell about the 
high cost-of-living and blame it on 
“inflation;” but they will not tell 
you the real cause for inflation. This 
is not necessarily a criticism of lab­ 
or unions. I have always defended 
collective bargaining. The fact, nev­ 
ertheless, remains that if the labor 
leaders had been reasonable, the 
cast-of-living would have gone down 
following World War II. 


No Reason To Eear 


The talk now is that the arm a­ 
ment program will “bust the coun­ 
try ;” but I don’t believe this. Bank­ 
ers point to the fact that an ex­ 
penditure of $50 billion a year on 
armaments will either result in tax­ 
es so high that the people cannot 
stand them, or else will cause our 
government to get into terrible debt. 
The facts do not uphold this non­ 
sensical 
talk. 
Labor 
leaders 
can 
solve the problem whenever they 
wish and this will not require a re­ 
duction in “take home” wages. Fifty 
billion dollars a year can be spent 
on 
armaments, the cost-of-living 
can be reduced, federal employes 
can continue to hold their jobs, the 
government can operate with a sur­ 
plus, instead of a deficit, and taxes 
can be reduced .by extending the 
working day from eight hours to 10 
hours without a pay increase. 
The total income of the country 
for 1951 will be about $275 billion. Of 
this amount about $175 billion will 
go to wageworkers on the basis of 
an eight-hour day. If we all worked 
two hours more—which would be no 
longer than our fathers worked — 
this would be equivalent to increas­ 
ing production 25 per cent. 
This 
could solve our inflation problem 
and pay for all our military prepar­ 
ations. To talk about Russia waiting 
until our country is busted is the 
“bunk.” Of course, we will some­ 
time have another business depres­ 
sion for trying to get something for 
nothing; but if such threatens our 
existence, it can quickly be cured by 
all of us working longer and harder. 
By doing this now we w’ould have 
Russia licked once and for all. No 
wonder the Communists and fellow 
travelers are urging labor to resist 
a longer work day.

N ow , And Then 


WASHINGTON 
Perhaps the strangest character- 
ictic of our time is the distortion of 
the sense of history. Because they 
uttered sentiments in wartime that 
were widely shard by irreproachable, 
church - going, Republican - voting, 
tax-paying, payroll-meeting citizens, 
unfortunate people are now hauled 
before Senatorial bars to answer 
the charge of pro-communism. 
By way of contrast, a man like 
Philip Jessup, who took a thorough­ 
ly pernicious part in the “America 
First” movement, proudly drapes 
the “America First” mantle around 
his shoulders to prove that he is 
not a Communist. And far from 
suggesting that an extreme Ameri- 
ca-Firster may not have the kind of 
judgment needed for a post of high 
responsibility, everybody wags his 
head and says. “Ah, th at’s a strong 
point in Jessup’s favor ” The whole 
business has become nonsensical. 
These reflections are inspired by 
this reporter’s curious experience of 
sitting for long, weary hours, wait­ 
ing to take his turn on the stand, 
while Robert Morris, counsel of Sen. 
McCarran’s Subcommittee on In ­ 
ternal Security, grilled Henry A. 
Wallace on selected tiny morsels 
from the distant past. One of the 
main subjects of inquiry was a 
rather silly pamphlet Wallace wrote 
for the Institute of Pacific Rela­ 
tions in 1944. called “Our Job in the 
Pacific.” 
Morris treated this un- 
repaying 10 cents worth as though 
it was a red-hot bomb, confected 
in the secret cellars of the Kremlin. 


Implication Remained 


The pamphlet did not mention 
American 
arms 
for 
the Chinese 
Communists. 
It did not mention 
coalition in China. Indeed, it did 
not even touch upon the Chinr e 
Communists at all, while it included 
a glowingly laudatory reference to 
Chiang Kai-shek. These points were 
not remarked upon. The pamphlet 
was also anti-colonial in general 
tone. An American who sympathizes 
with colonies struggling to be free 
is not by definition pro-communist. 
Yet as far as this implication could 
be left upon the record, Morris left 
it. 
The great point that Morris made, 
however, was that poor Wallace was 
pro-CommunisL in a series of waf­ 
fling expressions of hope that the 
Soviets would be nice after the war. 
In brief, Wallace had written that 
the Russians had shown good faith 
by not previously interfering in 
Chinese affairs (which was wrong, 
since Marshal Stalin was the first 
to give active aid to Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek in the war against 
Japan). He had written further that 
he believed the Russians had no 
imperialist aspirations, and that he

Among these 
steps were ceasmg to “hold a great 
part of (his armies) on guard duty

truce with the Chinese 
Communists;” and consenting “to 
take into his government members 
of the representative groups and 
parties.” 
Here, in the ’New York Times,** 
was strong stuff indeed. Here was 
open advocacy of several 
points 
that the eminent professional ex- 
Communist. Louis Budenz, had test­ 
ified on oath belonged to the Com­ 
munist party line. Here was wrors# 
than Wallace, with a vengeance. 
But who was on the stand? Why, 
Wallace of course, under charges of 
pro-communism.

At 
the 
present 
moment, 
the 
United States 
and 
varied 
allies, 
Northern Korea and Soviet China 
are fighting in Korea; the French 
/ire fighting a Communist force in 
French 
Indo-China 
and 
live in 
expectation of a Soviet Chinese 
force attacking them; India and 
Pakistan are on the verge of war 
over Cashmir; the British are pre­ 
paring to meet the Suez question by 
military force if they are pressed to 
the wall; yet the whole world is 
supposed to be at peace. 
Such an event as the seizure of 
the property of the Anglo-Iranian 
Oil Company would, in the past, 
have provoked military intervention 
which could have led to a general 
war. The assassination of the Aus­ 
trian archduke at Sarajevo was not 
of greater importance. Nor was the 
sinking of the battleship “Maine” 
historically more serious than the 
seizure of the Suez Canal. 
But, the sinking of the “Maine” 
led to a limited war between the 
United States and Spain which end­ 
ed Spain’s colonial empire in Amer­ 
ica and Asia, and the shooting of 
the archduke produced World War 
I. 


The fact of the matter seems 
to be that the great powers are 
war-weary and are prepared to 
accept peace, at this moment, 
on almost any terms short of 
invasion of their own territory. 
Great Britain, since Mary lost 
Calais (1558), has not accepted 
the umbrage meted out to her 
by the Moslems, and the United 
States, since the days of the 
Barbary 
Coast 
pirates (1800- 
1830), has not accepted such 
offenses as North Korea and 
Soviet China offer. 


Yet, there is no general war. And 
although Nato is war-preparation 
and General Eisenhowrer’s activities 
are aimed at Soviet Russia as a 
direct target, the response of the 
objective enemy has not been what 
might have been expected. Either 
Stalin is els war-weary as the West­ 
ern world is or his industries have 
not served him amply or he is bid­ 
ding his time as we are. Whatever 
the reason, the general war which 
in other eras came so readily, al-

ancient 
nations and the shifting of the 
balances

Europe to Asia. The process may 
take a century, even in these 
swift times, before stability re­ 
appears. 


Usually, such eras as the age of 
Pericles in Greece or Agustus in 
Rome or Charlemange in Europe 
are at the end rather than at the 
beginning of a great upsurge of 
peoples. 
Genghis 
Khan, 
whose 
movement of races from Asia to 
Europe was not unlike the effort 
of Stalin to build an overwhelming 
empire in the Eurasian heartland, 
ushered In the pressures which dis­ 
turbed the then knowm worid from 
the Pacific to the Mediterranean 
Sea and the Indian Ocean. Amaz­ 
ingly similar is the area currently 
affected, except that the United 
States, then unknown, is now in­ 
cluded. 
And that makes the difference; 
for while all the world may be war- 
weary, the United States can pro­ 
duce in unlimited quantities and 
in novel forms munitions of war, 
food and 
clothing 
so 
that the 
human mass, so often the deter­ 
mining factor in war or peace, is 
less important. 
The United States is only 150.000,- 
000 persons and the so-called free 
world in Europe runs about 275,- 
000.000, making an outside total, say, 
of 425.000,000. The Soviet W’orld is 
roughly 800.000.000 and the Moslem 
world about 200,000,000. The re­ 
maining free peoples of Asia, apart 
from the Moslems, will run to p e j^ 
haps 270,000,000. 
^ 


In this unbalanced situation, 
the greatest factor is the pro­ 
duction of weapons of death, 
their 
degree 
of 
effectiveness, 
and the capacity .of industry to 
keep pace with death-dealing 
novelties. Equally important is 
the provisioning not only of ar­ 
mies but of civilian populations. 
Food takes on altogether a new 
aspect in total war because even 
if production were possible, dis­ 
tribution becomes very difficult. 


The balance of power is obvious­ 
ly in Asia Minor among the Mos­ 
lems. W hat they do with it will 
make the history of the next de­ 
cades.

Moslems a g ain st I n d ia ’s Hindus. 
AU R azm ara, Ira n ia nprem ier, was assassinated 
by extremists for going too slow on nationalizing th e 
British oil concession, an d King Abdullah of Jo rd a n 
was killed by firebrands angered by his negotiations 
with Britain an d his alleged cordiality to Israel. O th e r 
W estern-oriented leaders have been the victims of 
mobs in Syria. Lebanon, Egypt, and anti-foreign se n ti­ 
m e n t seems to be on the rise in Iraq. 
Aroused nationalists in Egypt would throw the 
British infidels out of their country, th e Suez Canal 
Zone, the Sudan. Egypt Is expected to bring before 
th e UN G eneral Assembly m eeting at Paris in Novem­ 
ber charges th a t the new regime in Libya Is little more 
t h a n a British puppet state, also d e m a n d s for th e 
Independence of French-governed Morocco. From his 
asylum in Egypt, the exiled Riff leader. Abd-el-Krim 
warns, “I am working for the independence of all 
North Africa, n o t Just Morocco.” 
B u t except in Pakistan, th e Moslem nationalistic 
pressures a p p e a r political r a th e r th a n religious. 
Al­ 
th o u g h M o h am m e d an ism Is no longer th e state re ­ 
ligion of Turkey, th e m ajority of Turks are Moslems. 
Y et Turkey has eagerly cooperated with th e West, an d 
in th e United Nations has m ain ta in e d a course in d e­ 
p e n d e n t of Arab League policy. Saudi Arabia, a n o th e r 
Moslem state, is friendly to th e West. 
Moreover, for centuries nationalistic feeling h a s 
split Islam. M o h a m m e d a n s in Morocco, for example, 
recognize as caliph 
(religious leader) th eir sultan, 
"only living descen d an t of th e prophet.” Some M o­ 
h a m m e d a n s recognize seven caliphs: others, 12. 
T h e concept of the Jih ad , or Holy War. emerged 
early in th e development of M oham m ed an ism . Based 
on the religious obligation to dissem inate the f a i t h — 
eith er bv persuasion or by the sw ord—it becam e a l­ 
most a sixth c o m m a n d m e n t for the faithful. 
T he Persian an d Byzantine empires were first to 
rom e under the control of Lslam. In their second stage 
of expansion the Moslems controlled th e Middle East 
a n d captured North Africa and Spain. T h e n th e Abba- 
side empire stretched from th e Atlantic Ocean to 
China. 
For th e true Moslem, resistance to th e great C ru ­ 
sades of the l i t h , 12th. and 13th Centuries was p a r ­ 
ticipation in holy war. T h e conquering Mongols of 
G enghis K h a n became Moslemized and took th e Mos­ 
lem religion back to Mongolia with them . 
T h e last of the great Lslam empires was the O tto ­ 
m an . which reached its peak in the 16th Century an d 
survives today in the republic of Turkey. “The col­ 
lapse of th e jih ad as a significant f o r c e ” according 
to Babinger. “was m ad e clear in 1914 w hen the O tto ­ 
m a n sultan in his capacity of caliph sum m oned the 
whole world to a holy war against th e e n te n te ” T he 
s u m m o n s w ent unheeded. 
T h e Tu rk s fought their 
holy war, but on the o th er side were Moslems enlisted 
as allies. 
R a th e r th a n presaging a true holy war. th e rising 
Moslem nationalism would app ear p a rt of a vast 
Inter-co n tin en tal 
revolt t h a t emerged 
after World 
W ar I an d gained impetus with World W ar II. Only 
th u s can the nationalism of the Moslem states be 
related with t h a t of India. Indo -C htn a. China itself 
— as an anti-colonial rising of the have-nots again st 
th e haves. Viewed thus, a historical analogy would 
be th e stries of revolutions by which the n a 1 ions of 
L atin America threw off the Spanish yoke. 


He Found No Friends 


Am bassador Alan G. Kirk, w ho h a s just retu rn ed 
from Moscow, seems disappointed th a t the Russian* 
did n o t em brace him as a kindred spirit. 
He w ent to 
Moscow in July. 1949. determined, he says. “to work 
u n rem ittin g ly to better relations existing between our 
two n a tio n s ” and to in te rp re t th e way Americans feel 
to the Russian people. Now he confesses failure. 
W hy he th o u g h t he could m ak e a big hit w ith 
th e R ussians bv “ in te rp re tin g ” th e way A m ericans feel 
ab o u t th em is so m eth in g of a m ystery Or doesn’t Kirk 
know how A m ericans feel ab o u t th e R ussians? 
Kirk sa vs he was perm itted to take trips in 
he 
Soviet Union totaling 10.000 miles, more t h a n any 
o th e r American am bassador since the day 
sta rted sending am bassadors to the Reds in 1933. Hi- 
personal relations with Soviet officials have been super - 
facially correct and cordial. 
But, unlike American 
am bassadors in non-bolshevik 
countries 
h e never 
found it passible to meet representative Soviet citizens 


on friendly or unofficial term s. 
All th at, of course, is an old story by now. Bom 
time in the thirties, new spaperm en and o ther sou.* 
who went to Moscow, in m a n y instances, because they 
were sym p ath etic to comm unism , found their Russian 
friends dropping away. Form er intim ates would get 
in touch with th em secretly and tearfully, to *av: 
“Please d o n ’t try to co m m unicate with me any more. 
It m ight be dangerous for both of us.” 
In th e twenties a n d thirties, contacts between 
Russians and Americans were encouraged bv Moscow'. 
Russia even had an organization called Intourist to 
p r o m o te visits to Russia by non-C om m unists. Today 
only foreign Com m unists and persons approved bv 
th e m enjoy such limited privileges in Russia, A m bas­ 
sador Kirk seems to belong to the circle th a t longs for 
th e good old days, an d to be mystified by the change 
t h a t has come over Russia. 
But to persons who were never impressed bv R u s ­ 
sia or Its governm ent, there Is no mystery. 
In th e 
twenties and thirties Russian espionage was forced 
to adopt a frien d ly pose to obtain inform ation an d 
to bore from within. There was no Russian embassy 
in W ashington, infested with Russian spies. 
There 
was no United Nation.* in New York, similarly infested. 
W hen the portals to this country were opened to 
th e Reds in 1933. this pa*e of friendship w'as no longer 
necessary. 
It would have been dropped completely 
sooner except for the war nterlude. w hen a form of 
pretense h ad to be c a rd e d on by the Moscow <Com­ 
m u n ists while this country saved Russia from Hitler. 
B u t in those days the Red spies in the U. 8 were 
busy as ever. There is no longer anv doubt they were 
quite successful in ferreting out atomic secrets.

Removing Skin Bacteria 


Antiseptics have undergone revo­ 
lutionary changes in the last half 
century. Most of the old timers 
such as witch hazel and Pond’s ex­ 
tract have been discarded because 
they failed to kill bacteria. More 
potent preparations, such as car­ 
bolic acid and strong iodine, met 
the same fate be-:ausr they burned 
the tissues. 
An amusing sidelight on the ef­ 
ficacy of an antiseptic agent centers 
about 
the criteria used 
in 
pro­ 
nouncing the germ dead. After all, 
most micro-organisms never move 
even when alive and they have no 
heart to stop beating when the en d , 
finally comes. As a result it is not 
easy to determine whether a solu­ 
tion kills bacteria ‘bactericide! or 
stops g r o w t h and reproduction 
‘bacteriostatic). 
Most 
laboratories 
rely upon culture media to make 
these tests. 


It has been said that the perfect 
antiseptic never has been devised. 
The goal is the irrevocable de­ 
struction of IOO per cent of the bac­ 
teria on and in the hum an akin, 
without damaging the tissues. The 
effect should be quick and lasting 
Many come clo. e to these stand­ 
ards and, for practical purposes, 
are so superior to the older pro­ 
ducts th at comparison is impossible. 
The latest type of antiseptic is 
mixture of soap and the chemicals 
AT-7 or G -ll. Numerous such pre­ 
parations are on the m arket; they 
combine the mechanical action of 
soap in the removal or organisms 
with 
the 
antibacterial 
effect 
of 
chemical 
antiseptics. These com­ 
pounds have 
the 
additional 
ad­ 
vantage of remaining on the skin 
for a longer time, resulting In a 
more 
prolonged 
action. 
Sodium, 
potassium, 
and 
ammonium soaps 
are good cleansing agents and have 
a certain am ount of antibacterial 
action against various germs. The 
streptococcus, 
the 
staphylococcus, 
and the typhoid bacillus are excep­ 
tions. 
The newer cationic deter­ 
gents also are superior antiseptics; 
the most useful of this group are 
the quarternary ammonium salts. 
The antibiotics such as penicillin, 
aureomycin, 
and 
terram ycin 
are 
recent enough to be included among 
the modern products.

genera] category. Many m etals are 
capable of killing a variety of germs. 
They were of limited use and owed 
most of their popularity to the fact 
th at the m ajority were nontoxic and 
n<|nirritating. Mercury and silver 
preparations held the center of the 
stage for a time.

2 It also marked a period when 
newspaper editors were criticizing 
the White House on freedom of 
the press, while one wing of the 
press seriously confused the public 
by distorting or suppressing impor­ 
tan t facts so necessary to a free 
press. 
Unquestionably 
the 
tim idity of 
certain senators was due in part to 
this confused and poorly Informed 
state of public opinion. Unquestion­ 
ably also the great m ajority of news­ 
men in this country are anxious 
to protect the truth of the pres* as 
well as its freedom; for without 
the first the second cannot survive. 
Therefore, let's look at some of the 
facts in the Jessup hearing and see 


how brazenly some of them were 
twisted bv certain publishers with 
political axes to grind.

In 1937 the cost-of-living index 
was 10.3 Since then it ha* risen 80 
per cent and average weekly earn­ 
ings have risen 160 per cent. Now all 
the columnists are warning of in­ 
flation! It is Just like the stock 
market. When stocks are cheap, a* 
they were in 1932 and 1933, no one 
was interested in buying them ; but 
in 1951 when they have risen 175 
per cent and the Dow-Jones Aver­ 
age is up from IOO In 1933 to 275 
today, people want to buy stocks. 
I am not condoning inflation. It 
is bad. But there is no legitimate 
excuse for the increase in prices 
and 
the cost-of-living. If people 
had been worried about inflation in 
the thirties, as they are today, in­ 
flation would not have happened. It 
is lust. as bad now to fear inflation 
will “bust the country” as it was 
then to ignore it. 


Look At The Record 
I 
After e^ery great war. until now, 
there has been a decline In the cost- 
of-living. After the Civil War. 1861- 
1865. 
the cost-of-living 
gradually 
declined until 1896 After World War 
I. the cost-of-living, beginning in 
1920. declined until it reached a low 
point in 
1933. The cost-of-living 
then fluctuated for a few years and 
again increased during World W ar 
II. The natural thing would have 
been for it to be on the decline 
again todav. If it followed the course 
of all previous wars, including the 
Revolutionary War. the War of 1812. 
the Mexican War. the Civil War. 
the 
Snanish-American 
War 
and 
World W ar I. w»e w’ould now have 
deflation instead of inflation. 
The truth is that the present. 


trend is contrary to previous eco­ 
nomic history. 
Inflationary prices 
are due to organized labor, aided bv 
the 
politicians 
reducing 
working 
hours. Labor leaders yell about the 
high cost-of-living and blame it on 
‘‘inflation;” but they will not tell 
you the real cause for inflation. This 
is not necessarily a criticism of lab­ 
or unions. I have always defended 
collective bargaining. The fact, nev­ 
ertheless, remains th at if the labor 
leaders had been reasonable, the 
cost-of-living would have gone down 
following World War II. 


No Reason To Fear 


The talk now is that the arm a­ 
ment program will “bust the coun­ 
try ;” but I don’t believe this. Bank­ 
ers point to the fact th at an ex­ 
penditure of $50 billion a year on 
arm am ents will either result in tax­ 
es so high th at the people cannot 
stand them, or else will cause our 
government to get into terrible debt. 
The facts do not uphold this non­ 
sensical 
talk. 
Labor 
leaders 
can 
solve the problem whenever they 
wish and this will not require a re­ 
duction in “take home’’ wages. Fifty 
billion dollars a year can be spent 
on 
arm aments, the cost-of-living 
can be reduced, federal employes 
can continue to hold their Jobs, the 
government can operate with a sur­ 
plus, instead of a deficit, and taxes 
can be reduced .by extending the 
working day from eight hours to IO 
hours without a pay increase. 
The total income of the country 
for 1951 will be about $275 billion. Of 
this amount about $175 billion will 
go to wageworkers on the basis of 
an eight-hour day. If we all worked 
two hours more—which would be no 
longer than our fathers worked — 
this would be equivalent to increas­ 
ing production 25 per cent. 
This 
could solve our inflation problem 
and pay for all our military prepar­ 
ations. To talk about Russia waiting 
until our country is busted is the 
“bunk.” Of course, we will some­ 
time have another business depres­ 
sion for trying to get something for 
nothing; but if such threatens our 
existence, it can quickly be cured by 
all of us working longer and harder. 
By doing this now- we would have 
Russia licked once and for all No 
wonder the Communists and fellow 
travelers are urging labor to resist 
a longer work day.

WASHINGTON 
Perhaps the strangest character­ 
i s e of our time is the distortion of 
the sense of history. Because they 
uttered sentiments in wartime that 
were widely shard by irreproachable, 
church - going. 
Republican - voting, 
tax-paying, payroll-meeting citizens, 
unfortunate people are now hauled 
before Senatorial bars to answer 
the charge of pro-communism. 
By way of contrast, a man like 
Philip Jessup, who took a thorough­ 
ly pernicious part in the “America 
First" movement, proudly drapes 
the “America First” m antle around 
his shoulders to prove th at he is 
not a Communist. 
And far from 
suggesting th at an extreme Ameri- 
ca-Firster may not have the kind of 
judgment needed for a post of high 
responsibility, everybody wags his 
head and says, “Ah, th a t’s a strong 
point in Jessup's favor." The whole 
business has become nonsensical. 
These reflections are inspired by 
this reporter’s curious experience of 
sitting for long, weary hours, wait­ 
ing to take his turn on the stand, 
while Robert Morris, counsel of Sen. 
M cCarran’s Subcommittee on In ­ 
ternal Security, grilled Henry A. 
Wallace on selected tiny morsels 
from the distant past. One of the 
main subjects of inquiry was a 
rather silly pamphlet Wallace wrote 
for the Institute of Pacific Rela­ 
tions in 1944. called “Our Job in the 
Pacific.” 
Morris treated this un­ 
repaying IO cents worth as though 
it was a red-hot bomb, confected 
in the secret cellars of the Kremlin. 


Implication Remained 


The pam phlet did not mention 
American 
arms 
for 
the Chinese 
Communists. 
It did not mention 
coalition in China. Indeed, it did 
not even touch upon the Chine e 
Communists at all, while it included 
a glowingly laudatory reference to 
Chiang Kai-shek. These points were 
not remarked upon. The pamphlet 
was also anti-colonial in general 
tone. An American who sympathizes 
with colonies struggling to be free 
is not by definition pro-communist.

The great point that Morris made, 
however, was th at poor Wallace was 
pro-Communist in a series of waf­ 
fling expressions of hope that the 
Soviets would be nice after the war.

As for the “New York Times," in

Chiang th at his prestige will be 
enhanced, not diminished, if he 
takes certain steps.” Among these 
steps were ceasing to “hold a great 
part of (his armies) on guard duty 
against his political opponents (the 
Chinese Com m unists);” making “a 
genuine truce with the Chinese 
Com m unists:’* and consenting “to 
take into hi* government member* 
of the representative groups and 
parties." 
Here, in the "New York Times,'* 
was strong stuff indeed.

But who was on the stand? Why, 
Wallace of course, under charges of 
pro-communism.

Northern Korea and Soviet China 
are fighting in Korea; the French 
/ire fighting a Communist force in 
French 
Indo-China

force attacking them ; India and 
Pakistan are on the verge of war 
over Cashmir; the B ntish are pre­ 
paring to meet the Suez question by 
military force if they are pressed to 
the wall; yet the whole world is 
supposed to be at peace. 
Such an event as the seizure of 
the property of the Anglo-Iranian 
Oil Company would, in the past, 
have provoked m ilitary intervention 
which could have led to a general 
war. The assassination of the Aus­ 
trian archduke at Sarajevo was not 
of greater importance. Nor was the 
sinking of the battleship “M aine” 
historically more serious than the 
seizure of the Suez Canal. 
But, the sinking of the “M aine” 
led to a limited war between the 
United States and Spain which end­ 
ed Spain’s colonial empire in Amer­ 
ica and Asia, and the shooting of 
the archduke produced World W ar 
L 


The fact of the matter seem* 
to be that the great powers are 
war-weary and are prepared to 
accept peace, at this moment, 
on almost any terms short of 
invasion of their own territory. 
Great Britain, since Mary loot 
Calais (1558), has not accepted 
the umbrage meted out to her 
by the Modems, and the United 
States, since the days of the 
Barbary 
Coast 
pirates (1800- 
1830), has not accepted such 
offenses aa North Korea and 
Soviet China offer. 


Yet, there is no general war. And 
although Nato is w ar-preparation 
and General Eisenhow'er’s activities 
are aimed at Soviet Russia as a 
direct target, the response of the 
objective enemy has not been what 
m ight have been expected. Either 
Stalin is aa war-weary as the West­ 
ern world is or his industries have 
not served him amply or he is bid­ 
ding his time as we are. W hatever 
the reason, the general war which 
in other eras came so readily, al­

Amaz­ 
ingly similar is the area currently 
affected, except th at the United 
States, then unknown, is now in­ 
cluded.

in novel forms munitions of war,

The United States is only 150.000,- 
000 persons and the so-called free 
w'orki in Europe runs about 275,- 
000.000. making an outside total, say, 
of 425.000.000. The Soviet W'orld is 
roughly 800.000.000 and the Moslem 
world about 200,000.000. The re­ 
maining free peoples of Asia, apart 
from the Moslems, will run to p e j^ 
haps 270,000,000. 


In (his unbalanced situation, 
the greatest factor is the pro­ 
duction of weapons of death, 
their 
degree of 
effectiveness, 
and the capacity.of industry to 
keep pace with death-dealing 
novelties. Equally important is 
the provisioning not only of ar­ 
mies but of civilian populations. 
Food takes on altogether a new 
aspect in total war because even 
if production were possible, dis­ 
tribution becomes very difficult* 


The balance of power is obvious­ 
ly in Asia Minor among the Mos­ 
lems. W hat they do with it will 
make the history of the next de­ 
cades.

Leonardo da Vinci, The Artist, Also Was Great Inventor; 
Foresaw Many Scientific Wonders Of This Modern Age 


Millions To Shift 
To Defense Jobs

N EW Y O R K —Mention the nami 
of Leonardo da Vinci and mosi 
people think o f the “ Mona Lisa* 
and “The Last Supper.” 
Few 
indeed 
see 
the 
towering 
figure of Renaissance art as a great 
pioneer in science and invention 
many of whose discoveries heralded 
modern-day inventions. 
The sketches of his inventions in 
such fields as mechanics, hydraulics 
engineering and aerology have come 
alive in a New York exhibit of scale 
models of his work. 
Wooden and metal models were 
painstakingly constructed from the 
sketches by a Da Vinci scholar, 
Italian-born Dr. Roberto Guatelli, 
who has devoted the greater part 
of 20 years to studying ^he scientific 
contributions of Da Vinci. 
Exhibit To Tour Country 
The exhibit, the property of the 
International 
Business 
Machines 
Corp., will soon start a nationwide 
tour of IB M establishments. It w ill 
go to the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art in New York next year for the 
observance 
of 
Da 
Vinci's 
500th 
birthday anniversary. 
Da Vinci’s work in invention re­ 
veals this amazing man, bom in 
1452, to have been 
hundreds of 
years ahead of his time. His sketches 
include such items as a triple-tiered 
machine gun that looks like three 
rows of cannons, an air conditioner, 
a spring-driven self-propelled car 
and a tank that looked like a mov­ 
able fort. 
He also designed a bat-like flying 
machine, a cone-shaped parachute, 
a lens grinder, rotating bridge use­ 
ful to prevent enemy crossings, a 
system of pulleys which were the 
forerunner 
of 
today’s 
block 
and 
tackle, a printing press, a steam 
gun, a revolving stage, coin stamper 
and a self-propelled ship.

Sportsmen Ask US To Give Catoctin Rec Area Back To Maryland 


HAGERSTOWN, Oct. 21 (JF)—'The 
League of M aryland Sportsmen to­ 
day adopted a resolution calling on 
the federal government to turn over 
the Catoctin Recreational Area in 
Northern Frederick County to the 
State of Maryland. 
The National Park Service pres­ 
ently controls the 5,000-acre area. 
The resolution asked th at the land 
“and 
improvements 
thereon” 
be 
placed under state control. 
The League asked its president, 
Glenn L. M artin, Baltimore plane 
m anufacturer, to appoint a com­ 
mittee to deal with government of­ 
ficials to bring about the transfer. 
The resolution asserted “there is 
a disposition of the part of the 
National Park Service to turn back 
to M aryland” the Frederick County 
land

The resolution pointed out that 
j the transfer would mean no expense 
| to M aryland except the cost of 
future maintenance. 
As the fall session of the League 
closed today, members discussed the 
possibilities of opening parts of the 
area for hunting. 
At present no 
sport is allowed except some regu­ 
lated fishing. 
The league would m aintain a part 
of the 5,000 acres as a game propa­ 
gation haven, open a part for h unt­ 
ing and leave undisturbed camp 
sites used by Girl Scouts, the League 
for Crippled Children and other 
groups. 
The league also recognized th at 
the federal government may w’ish to 
keep “Shangr! La,” the summer 
home of the late President Roose- 
! velt.

The group voted to have its an ­ 


nual meeting at Ocean City June 
6-8, 1952. 
Yesterday the M aryland sports­ 
men were given a picture of work 
being done to clean up the state’s 
streams. An outline was presented 
by Secretary Paul V. McKee of the 
State W ater Pollution Control Com­ 
mission. 
McKee said some G arrett County 
stream s are devoid of life because 
of pollution and said action will be 
taken as soon as a solution is found. 
He said two W estern Maryland 
firms have been ordered to make 
studies leading to construction of 
sewage and waste treatm ent plants 
and th at one has spent several 
million dollars in th at connection. 
Another, he said has been ordered 
to put in waste treatm ent equipment 
to cut the amount of sand going 
into the Potomac.

Police Warn Motorists 
Of High Accident Rate 


Allegany County residents are re­ 
minded of the highway accidents 
predominant at this time of year. 
Colonel Elmer F. Munshower, sup­ 
erintendent of the Maryland State 
Police, 
yesterday 
cautioned 
the 
people o f Maryland th at this is the 
time of year when days are shorter 
—when dusk with its deceptive sha­ 
dows, closes in before most of us 
are home at night—rush hour tra f­ 
fic clutters the roads—accidents are 
at their peak. 
“Ahvays reduce your speed at 
night” Colonel Munshower said “be­ 
cause the speed a driver can safely 
travel at night depends not only 
on his physical condition, the con­ 
dition of his car, the road surface, 
and the weather, but largely on 


the effective range of his heao 
lights. At high speeds he may b4 
traveling too fast to stop by the 
time the danger becomes apparent 
to him via his headlights. 
“Posted speed limits m ust not be 
regarded, necessarily, as the rec­ 
ommended speed at night. Posted 
speeds are based on the speed con­ 
sidered safe in good weather, in 
normal traffic and during the day. 
“Stop on the highway a t night 
only 
when 
absolutely 
necessary. 
When this is the case, pull over off 
the road as far as possible and leave 
parking and dome lights on. More 
and more automobile travelers have 
discovered the advantage of carry­ 
ing emergency flares with them for 
such occasions.

Jih ad —The Holy W ar 


The rising Moslem nationalism throughout th e 
Middle Eas* is being described as a kind of Jihad, or 
Holy War. Early reports from Pakistan indicated th a t 
the assassin of Prim e M inister Liaquat AH Khan was 
a religious fanatic urging holy war by P akistan’s 
Moslems against In d ia’s Hindus. 
All Razm ara, Irania nprem ier, was assassinated 
by extrem ists for going too' slow on nationalizing the 
B ritish oil concession, and King Abdullah of Jordan 
was killed by firebrands angered by his negotiations 
with B ritain and his alleged cordiality to Israel. O ther 
W estern-oriented leaders have been the victims of 
mobs in Syria, Lebanon, Egypt, and anti-foreign senti­ 
m ent seems to be on the rise in Iraq. 
Aroused nationalists in Egypt would throw the 
British infidels out of their country, the Suez Canal 
Zone, the Sudan. Egypt is expected to bring before 
the UN G eneral Assembly m eeting at Paris in Novem­ 
ber charges th a t the new regime in Libya Is little more 
th a n a British puppet state, also dem ands for the 
independence of French-governed Morocco. From his 
asylum in Egypt, the exiled Riff leader, Abd-el-Krim 
warns, “I am working for the independence of all 
N orth Africa, not ju st Morocco.” 
B ut except in Pakistan, the Moslem nationalistic 
pressures appear political rath er than religious. 
Al­ 
though M oham m edanism is no longer the state re­ 
ligion of Turkey, the m ajority of Turks are Moslems. 
Yet Turkey has eagerly cooperated with the West, and 
in the United Nations has m aintained a course inde­ 
pendent of Arab League policy. Saudi Arabia, another 
Moslem state, is friendly t-o the West. 
Moreover, for centuries nationalistic feeling has 
split Islam . M oham m edans in Morocco, for example, 
recognize as caliph (religious leader) their sultan, 
"only living descendant of the prophet.” Some Mo­ 
ham m edans recognize seven caliphs: others, 12. 
The concept of the Jihad, or Holy W ar, emerged 
early in the development of M oham m edanism . Based 
on the religious obligation to dissem inate the faith — 
either by persuasion or by the sword—it became al­ 
m ost a sixth com m andm ent for the faithful. 
The Persian and Byzantine em pires were first to 
rom e under the control of Lslam. In their second stage 
of expansion the Moslems controlled the Middle East 
and captured North Africa and Spain. Then the Abba- 
side em pire stretched from the A tlantic Ocean to 
China. 
For the true Moslem, resistance to the great Cru­ 
sades of the lith , 12th, and 13th Centuries was p a r­ 
ticipation in holy war. The conquering Mongols of 
Genghis K han became Moslemized and took the Mos­ 
lem religion back to Mongolia with them . 
The last of the great Islam empires was the O tto­ 
m an. which reached its peak in the 16th Century and 
survives today in the republic of Turkey. ‘ The col­ 
lapse of the jihad as a significant force.” according 
to Babinger, “was m ade clear in 1914 when the O tto­ 
m an sultan in his capacity of caliph summoned the 
w?hole world to a holy war against the entente.” The 
sum m ons w ent unheeded. The Turks fought their 
holy war, but on the other side were Moslems enlisted 
as allies. 
R ather than presaging a true holy war. the rising 
Moslem nationalism would appear p art of a vast 
inter-continental revolt th a t emerged after World 
W ar I and gained im petus with World W ar II. Only 
thus can the nationalism of the Moslem states be 
related with th a t of India. Indo-C hina. China itself 
- a s an anti-colonial rising of the have-nots Against 
the haves. Viewed thus, a historical analogy would 
be the stries of revolutions by which th e nations of 
Latin America threw off the Spanish yoke. 


He Found N o Friends 


Ambassador Alan G. Kirk, who has ju st returned 
from Moscow, seems disappointed th at the Russians 
did not em brace him as a kindred spirit. He went to 
Moscow in July, 1949. determ ined, he says, “to work 
unrem ittingly to better relations existing between our 
two nations” and to interpret the way Americans feel 
to the Russian people. Now he confesses failure. 
Why he thought he could make a big hit with 
the Russians bv “interpreting” the way Americans feel 
about them is som ething of a mystery. Or doesn’t Kirk 
know how Americans feel about the Russians? 
Kirk says he was perm itted to take trips in the 
Soviet Union totaling 10.000 miles, more th an any 
o th er American am bassador since the day R °r^ 
. 
started sending am bassadors to the Reds in 1933. HI. 
personal relations with Soviet ofTicials have been supei - 
A cidly correct and cordial. 
But. unlike American 
am bassadors in non-bolshevik countries 
he never 
found it possible to m eet representative Soviet citizens 
on friendly or unofficial term s. 
All th at, of course, is an old story by now. Some 
tim e in the thirties, newspaperm en and other souls 
who went to Moscow, in m any instances, because they 
were sym pathetic to communism, found their Russian 
friends dropping away. Form er intim ates would get 
in touch with them secretly and tearfully, to fay: 
“Please don’t try to com m unicate with me any more. 
It m ight be dangerous for both of us.” 
In the tw enties and thirties, contacts between 
Russians and Americans were encouraged by Moscow. 
Russia even had an organization called Intourist to 
prom ote visits to Russia by non-Com m unists. Today 
only foreign Comm unists and persons approved by 
them enjoy such lim ited privileges In Russia. Ambas­ 
sador Kirk seems to belong to the circle th a t longs for 
the good old days, and to be mystified by the change 
th a t has come over Russia. 
But to persons who were never impressed bv R us­ 
sia or its governm ent, there Is no mystery. In the 
tw enties and thirties Russian espionage was forced 
to adopt a friendly pose to obtain inform ation and 
to bore from w ithin. There was no Russian embassy 
In W ashington, infested with Russian spies. There 
was no United Nations in New York, similarly infested. 
W hen the nortals to this country were opened to 
the Reds in 1933. this pose of friendship was no longer 
necessary. I t would have been dropned completely 
sooner except for the w ar nterlude. when a form of 
pretense had to be carded on by the Moscow Com­ 
m unists while this country saved Russia from Hitler. 
B ut in those days the Red spies in the U. S. were 
busy as ever. There is no longer anv doubt they were 
quite successful in ferreting out atomic secrets.

Removing Skin Bacteria 


Antiseptics have undergone revo­ 
lutionary changes in the last half 
century. Mast of the old timers 
such as witch hazel and Pond's ex­ 
tract have been discarded because 
they failed to kill bacteria. More 
potent preparations, such as car­ 
bolic acid and strong iodine, met 
the same fate because they burned 
the tissues. 
An amusing sidelight on the ef­ 
ficacy of an antiseptic agent centers 
about the criteria used in pro­ 
nouncing the germ dead. After all, 
most micro-organisms never move 
even when alive and they have no 
heart to stop bating when the end # 
finally comes. As a result it is not 
easy to determine whether a solu­ 
tion kills bacteria 'bactericide) or 
stops g r o w t h and reproduction 
♦ bacteriostatic). Most laboratories 
rely upon culture media to make 
these tests. 


It has been said that the perfect 
antiseptic never has been devised. 
The goal is the irrevocable de­ 
struction of IOO per cent of the bac­ 
teria on and in the human skin, 
without damaging the tissues. The 
effect should be quick and lasting 
Many come close to these stand­ 
ards and, for practical purposes, 
are so superior to the older pro­ 
ducts that comparison is impossible. 
The latest type of antiseptic is a 
mixture of soap and the chemicals 
AT-7 or G -ll. Numerous such pre­ 
parations are on the market: they 
combine the mechanical action of 
soap in the removal or organisms 
with 
the antibacterial effect of 
chemical antiseptics. These com­ 
pounds have the additional ad­ 
vantage of remaining on the skin 
for a longer time, resulting in a 
more 
prolonged 
action. 
Sodium, 
potassium, and ammonium soaps 
are good cleansing agents and have 
a certain amount of antibacterial 
action against various germs. The 
streptococcus, 
the 
staphylococcus, 
and the typhoid bacillus are excep­ 
tions. 
The newer cationic deter­ 
gents also are superior antiseptics: 
the most useful of this group are 
the quarternary ammonium salts. 
The antibiotics such as penicillin, 
aureomycin, 
and 
terramycin 
are 
recent enough to be included among 
the modern products. 


Ethyl alcohol, still popular as an 
antiseptic, is one of the most widely 
used for this purpose. It must be 
of the proper concentration, how­ 
ever, to be effective. The optimal 
concentration is 70 per cent by 
volume, which so often Is sold in 
drug stores. Isopropyl alcohol is 
slightly more potent but twice as 
toxic as ethyl alcohol (if it should 
be taken by mouth). It is an excel­ 
lent antiseptic and is used chiefly 
to disinfect needles, syringes, and 
instruments. 
The oxidizing agents take us back 
many more years to the period when 
iodine, chlorine, and nascent oxy­ 
gen were at the height of their 
popularity. These chemicals owed 
their success to their ability to lib­ 
erate the above mentioned elements 
when applied locally. Tincture of 
iodine, chloramine, hydrogen per­ 
oxide, potassium permanganate, and 
sodium perborate belong in this 
general category. Many metals are 
capable of killing a variety of germs. 
They were of limited use and owed 
mast of their popularity to the fact 
that the majority were nontoxic and 
nonirritating. Mercury and silver 
preparations held the center of the 
stage for a time.

SWOLLEN LEG 
Mrs. L. writes: Could the effects 
of a milk leg recur 22 years later? 
I had this trouble when my daugh­ 
ter was born and I recovered but 
now I notice that whenever I stand 
for any length of time, as in iron­ 
ing, the involved leg becomes swol­ 
len and red spots appear on the skin.

Many youngsters have dry nights 
beginning at the end of the first 
year but if bedwetting continues 
until the age of 4, it calls for in­ 
vestigation.

Jessup Debate Highlights Legislation By Fear; Newspaper Criticized For W ay 


It Handled Story; Austin And Eisenhower Backed Up Jessup 


WASHINGTON — Historians who 
evaluate the closing days of the 
82nd Congress will probably make 
special note of the confirmation de­ 
bate over Ambassador Philip Jessup 
because of two things: 
1. It marked the high-water mark 
in 
this country 
of 
legislation 
through fear. 
Such senators as 
Gillette of Iowa and Smith of New 
Jersey were fully aware of the un­ 
fairness of the charges against Jes­ 
sup but bowed to their fear of a 
small, intolerant, vociferous segment 
of the American public sometimes 
called McCarthyites. 
2. It also marked a period when 
newspaper editors were criticizing 
the White House on freedom of 
the press, while one wing of the 
press seriously confused the public 
by distorting or suppressing impor­ 
tant facts so necessary to a free 
press. 
Unquestionably the timidity of 
certain senators was due in part to 
this confused and poorly informed 
state of public opinion. Unquestion­ 
ably also the great majority of n ew s­ 
men in this country are anxious 
to protect the truth of the press as 
well as its freedom; for without 
the first the second cannot survive. 
Therefore, let’s look at some of the 
facts in the Jessup hearing and see 


how brazenly some of them were 
twisted by certain publishers with 
political axes to grind. Take, as an 
example, the two biggest cities in 
the United States—New York and 
Chicago — and 
two 
newspaper 
groups that control a big slice of 
their circulation. 


‘'World’s Greatest Newspaper” 


One is the "world's greatest news­ 
paper,” the Chicago Tribune, with 
a million circulation in the heart of 
the Midwest, which also controls the 
heaviest circulating newspaper in 
the U. S. A., the New York News 
(Sunday circulation 4,123.276), to­ 
gether with the Washington Times- 
Herald. 
The other is the New York World- 
Telegram, published by Roy How­ 
ard. high-ranking Republican and 
bitter critic of the State Depart­ 
ment, who also publishes 18 other 
papers 
from 
Pittsburgh 
to San 
Francisco and who is one of the 
largest stockholders in the United 
Press. 
In, contrast to the New York 
Times and 
the Herald Tribune, 
which were objective, here is how 
the World-Telegram lived up to its 
obligation of a free and truthful 


Why Fear Inflation? 


BABSON PARK. Mass., Oct. 2 1 - 
Most people worry at the wrong 
time; and worry about the wrong 
thing. A few years ago when no 
one was fearful of inflation, readers 
know I was continually warning 
against it. In fact, the Frederick A. 
Stokes Company of New York pub­ 
lished in 1937 a book by me entitled 
“If Inflation Comes.” At that time 
no one paid any attention to the 
book or to inflation^ but recently 
the book has gone through IO edi­ 
tions, 
People are now frightened 
about inflation. 


People Usually Wrong 


In 1937 the cost-of-living index 
was 10.3. Since then it has risen 80 
per cent and average weekly earn­ 
ings have risen 160 per cent. Now all 
the columnists are warning of in­ 
flation! It is just like the stock 
market. When stocks are cheap, as 
they were in 1932 and 1933, no one 
was interested in buying them: but 
in 1951 w'hen they have risen 175 
per cent and the Dow-Jones Aver­ 
age is up from IOO in 1933 to 275 
today, people want to buy stocks. 
I am not condoning inflation. It 
is bad. But there is no legitimate 
excuse for the increase in prices 
and the cost-of-living. If people 
had been worried about inflation in 
the thirties, as they are today, in­ 
flation would not have happened. It 
is just as bad now to fear inflation 
will ‘’bust, the country” as it was 
then to ignore it.

Labor leaders yell about the 
high cost-of-living and blame it on 
“inflation;” but they will not tell 
you the real cause for inflation. This 
is not necessarily a criticism of lab­ 
or unions. I have always defended 
collective bargaining. The fact, nev­ 
ertheless. remains that if the labor 
leaders had been reasonable, the 
cast-of-living would have gone down 
following World War II. 


No Reason To Fear 


The talk now is that the arma­ 
ment program will "bust the coun­ 
try;” but I don’t believe this. Bank­ 
ers point to the fact that an ex­ 
penditure of $50 billion a year on 
armaments will either result in tax­ 
es so high that the people cannot 
stand them, or else will cause our 
government to get into terrible debt. 
The facts do not uphold this non­ 
sensical talk. Labor leaders can 
solve the problem whenever they 
wish and this will not require a re­ 
duction in "take home” wages. Fifty 
billion dollars a year can be spent 
on armaments, the cost-of-living 
can be reduced, federal employes 
can continue to hold their jobs, the 
government can operate with a sur­ 
plus, instead of a deficit, and taxes 
can be reduced .by extending the 
working day from eight hours to IO 
hours without a pay increase. 
The total income of the country 
for 1951 will be about $275 billion. Of 
this amount about $175 billion will 
go to wageworkers on the basis of 
an eight-hour day. If we all worked 
two hours more—which would be no 
longer than our fathers worked — 
this would be equivalent to increas­ 
ing production 25 per cent. 
This 
could solve our inflation problem 
and pay for all our military prepar­ 
ations. To talk about Russia waiting 
until our country is busted is the 
"bunk.” Of course, we will some­ 
time have another business depres­ 
sion for trying to get something for 
nothing; but if such threatens our 
existence, it can quickly be cured by 
all of us working longer and harder. 
By doing this now we would have 
Russia licked once and for all. No 
wonder the Communists and fellow’ 
travelers are urging labor to resist 
a longer work day.

Now , And Then 


WASHINGTON 
Perhaps the strangest character­ 
i s e of our time is the distortion of 
the sense of history. Because they 
uttered sentiments in wartime that 
were widely shard by irreproachable, 
church - going, Republican - voting, 
tax-paying, payroll-meeting citizens, 
unfortunate people are now hauled 
before Senatorial bars to answer 
the charge of pro-communism. 
By way of contrast, a man like 
Philip Jessup, who took a thorough­ 
ly pernicious part in the "America 
First” movement, proudly drapes 
the "America First” mantle around 
his shoulders to prove that he is 
not a Communist. And far from 
suggesting that an extreme Ameri- 
ca-Firster may not have the kind of 
judgment needed for a post of high 
responsibility, everybody wags his 
head and says. “Ah, that’s a strong 
poiitt in Jessup’s favor.” The whole 
business has become nonsensical. 
These reflections are inspired by 
this reporter’s curious experience of 
sitting for long, weary hours, wait­ 
ing to take his turn on the stand, 
while Robert Morris, counsel of Sen. 
McCarran’s Subcommittee on In­ 
ternal Security, grilled Henry A. 
Wallace on selected tiny morsels 
from the distant past. One of the 
main subjects of inquiry was a 
rather silly pamphlet Wallace wrote 
for the Institute of Pacific Rela­ 
tions in 1944. called "Our Job in the 
Pacific.” 
Morris treated this un- 
repaying IO cents worth as though 
it was a red-hot bomb, confected 
in the secret cellars of the Kremlin. 


Implication Remained 


The pamphlet did not mention 
American arms for the Chinese 
Communists. 
It did not mention 
coalition in China. Indeed, it did 
not even touch upon the Chine e 
Communists at all, while it included 
a glowingly laudatory reference to 
Chiang Kai-shek. These points were 
not remarked upon. The pamphlet 
was also anti-colonial in general 
tone. An American who sympathizes 
with colonies struggling to be free 
is not by definition pro-communist. 
Yet as far as this implication could 
be left upon the record, Morris left 
it. 
The great point that Morris made, 
however, was that poor Wallace was 
pro-Communist in a series of waf­ 
fling expressions of hope that the 
Soviets would be nice after the war. 
In brief, Wallace had w’ritten that 
the Russians had shown good faith 
by not previously interfering in 
Chinese affairs (which was wrong, 
since Marshal Stalin was the first 
to give active aid to Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek in the war against 
Japan*. He had written further that 
he believed the Russians had no 
imperialist aspirations, and that he

This "Life” editorial, so closely

would be no trouble with the Soviets. 
As for the “New York Times.” in 
the fall of 1944 its editorial page 
ringingly

Roosevelt to "make it clear to 
Chiang that his prestige aril! be 
enhanced, not diminished, if he 
takes certain steps.” Among these 
steps were ceasing to "hold a great 
part of (his armies) on guard duty 
against his political opponents (the 
Chinese Communists*;” making "a 
genuine truce with the Chinese 
Communists;” and consenting “to 
take into his government members 
of the representative groups and 
parties.” 
Here. in the "New York Times,** 
was strong stuff indeed. Here was 
open advocacy of several points 
that the eminent professional ex- 
Communist. Louis Budenz, had test­ 
ified on oath belonged to the Com­ 
munist party line. Here was worsa 
than Wallace, with a vengeance. 
But who was on the stand? Why, 
Wallace of course, under charges of 
pro-communism. 
The reader can

Such an event as the seizure of 
the property of the Anglo-Iranian 
Oil Company would, in the past, 
have provoked military intervention 
which could have led to a general 
war. The assassination of the Aus­ 
trian archduke at Sarajevo was not 
of greater importance. Nor was the 
sinking of the battleship "Maine” 
historically more serious than the 
seizure of the Suez Canal. 
But, the sinking of the "Maine” 
led to a limited war between the 
United States and Spain which end­ 
ed Spain’s colonial empire in Amer­ 
ica and Asia, and the shooting of 
the archduke produced World War 
I. 


The fact of the fruiter seems 
to be that the great powers are 
war-weary and are prepared to 
accept peace, at this moment, 
on almost any terms short of 
invasion of their own territory, 
Great Britain, since M ary lost 
Calais (1558), has not accepted

Usually, such eras as the age of 
Pericles in Greece or Agustus in 
Rome or Charlemange in Europe 
are at the end rather than at the 
beginning of a great upsurge of 
peoples.

Khan,

Europe was not unlike the effort 
of Stalin to build an overwhelming 
empire in the Eurasian heartland, 
ushered in the pressures which dis­ 
turbed the then known world from 
the Pacific to the Mediterranean 
Sea and the Indian Ocean. Amaz­ 
ingly similar is the area currently, 
affected, except that the United 
States, then unknown, is now in­ 
cluded. 
And that makes the difference; 
for while all the world may be war- 
weary, the United States can pro­ 
duce in unlimited quantities and 
in novel forms munitions of war, 
food and 
clothing 
so 
that the 
human mass, so often the deter­ 
mining factor in war or peace, is 
less important. 
The United States is cully 150 000,- 
000 persons and the so-called free 
world in Europe runs about 275-

In this unbalanced situation, 
the greatest factor is the pro­ 
duction of weapons of death, 
their

and the capacity of industry to 
keep pace with death-dealing 
novelties. Equally important is 
the provisioning not only of ar­ 
mies but of civilian populations. 
Food takes on altogether a new 
aspect in total war because even 
if production were possible, dis­ 
tribution becomes very difficult 


The balance of power is obvious­ 
ly in Asia Minor among the Mos­ 
lems. What they do with it will 
make the history of the next de­ 
cades.

pioneer in science and invention, 
many of whose discoveries heralded 
modern-day inventions. 
The sketches of his inventions in 
such fields as mechanics, hydraulics, 
engineering and aerology have come 
alive in a New York exhibit of scale 
models of his work. 
Wooden and metal models were 
painstakingly constructed from the 
sketches by a Da Vinci scholar, 
Italian-born Dr. Roberto Guatelli, 
who has devoted the greater part j 
of 20 years to studying j;he scientific 
contributions of Da Vinci. 
Exhibit To Tour Country 
The exhibit, the property of the 
International 
Business 
Machines■ 
Corp., will soon start a nationwide 
tour of IBM establishments. It w ill' 
go to the Metropolitan Museum of { 
Art in New York next year for the

Vinci's 
500th 
birthday anniversary. 
Da Vinci’s work in invention re­ 
veals this amazing man. born in 
1452, to have been hundreds of 
years ahead of his time.

Millions To Shift 
To Defense Jobs 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 21 (iP) — 
Secretary of Labor Tobin predicted 
today that 4,500,000 more workers 
will be shifted to defense jobs in the 
next year. 
In a new booklet outlining the 
results of a survey on manpower 
land partial mobilization, Tobin said 
12,000,000 additional defense work­ 
ers will be needed by the end of 
1951. By the end of 1952 the nation 
will have 8.500.000 persons engaged 
in defense activity compared with 
2,700,000 in 1950, the secretary esti­ 
mated. 
The report, prepared by the Bu­ 
reau of Employment Security, em­ 
phasized that the full impact of the 
defense program is still ahead. 
“Much of defense industry is still 
in 
the 
planning 
and 
tooling-up 
state," it said. 
, 
"On an over-all national basis, 
the manpower needs of the limited 
military production program, cur­ 
rently envisioned, can be met,” To- 
bip said. “However, a multitude of 
spot problems involving individual 
areas, industries, and occupations 
are likely to arise before peak em­ 
ployment is achieved. 
“Over the next year a growing 
number of cities and communities 
will experience labor shortages but 
no nationwide shortage of workers 
is anticipated under the partial de­ 
fense mobilization program."

Will Be Resumed This Fall 


Water Department crews will re­ 
sume work this fall on major repairs 
to the old water line to Lake Gor­ 
don in an effort to cut water losses,

Sportsmen Ask US To Give Catoctin Rec Area Back To Maryland 


HAGERSTOWN, Oct. 21 (/P>—'The 
League of Maryland Sportsmen to­ 
day adopted a resolution calling on 
the federal government to turn over 
the Catoctin Recreational Area in 
Northern Frederick County to the 
State of Maryland. 
The National Park Service pres­ 
ently controls the 5,000-acre area. 
The resolution asked that the land 
“and 
improvements 
thereon” 
be 
placed under state control. 
The League asked its president, 
Glenn L. Martin, Baltimore plane 
manufacturer, to appoint a com­ 
mittee to deal with government of­ 
ficials to bring about the transfer. 
The resolution asserted “there is 
a disposition of the part of the 
National Park Service to turn back 
to Maryland” the Frederick County 
land 


The resolution pointed out that 
the transfer would mean no expense 
to Maryland except the cost of 
future maintenance. 
As the fall session of the League 
closed today, members discussed the 
possibilities of opening parts of the 
area for hunting. 
At present no 
sport is allowed except some regu­ 
lated fishing. 
The league would maintain a part 
of the 5,000 acres as a game propa­ 
gation haven, open a part for hunt­ 
ing and leave undisturbed camp 
sites used by Girl Scouts, the League 
for Crippled Children and other 
: groups. 
The league also recognized that

! keep “Shangrl La,” the summer 
home of the late President Roose- 
j velt.

6 -8 , 1952. 
Yesterday the Maryland sports­ 
men were given a picture of work 
being done to clean up the state’s 
streams.
